SIR :—The Trustees of the Alabama Insane Hospital 
respectfully submit to your Excellency, and through 
you to the General Assembly, their Thirteenth Annual 
Report, accompanied by the Report of the Superintend- 
ent of the Hospital, with statistical and other exhibits, 
showing the .operations and results of the year, the 
present condition of the Institution and its protpects and 
needs in the future. 

The regular annual meeting of the Board was held this 
day in the Hospital, and, as ‘usual on these occasions, à 
very thorough examination was made of its management 
and condition, both of which were entirely satisfactory. 
The books and accounts of the Treasurer and Steward 
were carefully examined by a select committee of the 
Board on the day preceding the regular meeting, and 
were found to be iu every respect correct. A condensed 
statement of the actual receipts and payments for the 
year, hereto appended, shows that the expenditure has 
been judiciously and economically made, and is propor- 
tionately less than that of any other Southern: hospital 
for the insane. Your attention is specially directed to 
the statistics bearing on this point in the Report of the 
Superintendent herewith submitted. 

The statement of the Treasurer of the Hospital shows 


that the warrants drawn by the Auditor on the State 


Treasurer for the support of the indigent and criminal 


insane, for the second, third and fourth quarters of 1872,

and for the first and second quarters of 1878, were not 
paid until August and September last, and then in State . 
certificates, upon which the Hospital sustained a large © 
and almost ruinous discount. The warrant for. the third 
. quarter of 1873/has not yet been paid. This inability on 
the part/of the State Treasurer, extending over a period 
of nearly eighteen months, to pay any of these wanants 
and their final redemption in a depreciated currency, has 
not only subjected.the inmates of the Hospital to many 
hardships. and privations, but has. entailed a debt of 
$10,000 upon the Institution, which it will be incumbent 
upon the Legislature to provide the means to liquidate at 
the earliest possible moment. For a-further explanation 
of this indebtedness, and a description of the trying 
ordeal through which the Hospital is passing, we refer 
you to the Report of the Superintendent. It is but just 
to state, in this connection, that without the seasonable 
assistance furnished, from time to time, by the First 
National Bank of Tuskaloosa, thé dissolution of the 
Hospital and discharge of its inmates would have been 
‚ inevitable. 

To avoid a recurrence of these disasters, and to save 
the Institution from closure and perhaps destruction, it 
will be necessary to provide by legislative. enactment for 
the certain payment, promptly and in current funds, of 
the regular quarterly allowance already made by law for 
the support of the indigent and criminal insane sent to 
the Hospital from the different counties of the State. 
The timely presence of your Excellency at the, regular 
annual meeting of the Board, and your participation in 
their deliberations, will enable you, it is believed, to 
recommend to the Legislature such remedy as will doubt- 
less meet the exigencies of the.case.

To the Trustees of the Hospital: - | 


GENTLEMEN :—On the 1st of October, 1872, the date of 
my last annual report, there were three hundred and 
thirty-eight (338) patients under treatment in the Ala- 
bama Insane Hospital. Since then seventy-nine (79) have 
been admitted, making a total of four hundred and sev- 
enteen (417) under treatment during the twelve months 
ending October ist, 1873. Of this number forty five (45) 
have been restored and returned to their respective 
homes; thirteen (13) have been removed by friends—eight 
(8) of whom were decidedly improved, and five (5) un- 
changed in their mental condition ; and twenty-nine (29) 
have died. These results are more fully exhibited in the 
following tables :

. GENERAL: OBSERVATIONS. 


The foregoing statistical review of the operations of 
the Hospital for the year, exhibits а higher per cent. of 
recoveries upon admission and a lower rate of mortality 
than have ever before been recorded in the history of the 
Hospital. The recoveries are far beyond, and the death- 
rate lower, than the average results in similar hospitals 
in this country and in Europe. These gratifying results 
are doubtless atiributable to the greatly improved condi- 
tion of the Hospital in all its varied departments, and in 
its additional appliances for the scientific and successful 
treatment of insanity. It should be stated, however; in 
this connection, that in consequence of the crowded con- 
dition of the wards, precedeuce in the order of admission 
was given, as prescribed by statute, to the acute forms of 
insanity. This, too, must have exercised по inconsider- 
able influence in determining the large percentage of 
cures, and sufficien tly establishes the wisdom of such 


‘discrimination on the part of the law. 


Of the one hundred and fourteen applications for ad- 
mission of patierits made during the year by the county 
judges and others, seventy-nine | were received and thirty- 
five rejected. Of the latter, noue were acute or probably 
curable cases. Indeed, no cases of recent occurrence 
have been refused admission, although it has occasion- 
ally been necessary to exchange with the counties a 
chronic and harmlessfor an acuteand dangerous patient. 
It would further appear, from the experience of the past 
year,, that the vacancies made by removals, recoveries and 
deaths ahout equal in number tlie applications for ad- 
mission of acute and recent cases, and it is hoped and 
believed that by this arrangement all of the latter class

ean be .promptly admitted for treatment into the 
Hospital. ; 

Your attention is next invited to a brief review of the 
financial affairs of the Hospital for the year just closed, 
and more especially to the loss and embarrassment it has 
suffered in consequence of the failure of the State to pay 
.for the support of the indigent insane either promptly or 
in current funds. This class of patients, as you are 
aware, is supported by the State, and by special enact- 
ment the sum of four dollars per week, or a little over 
sixteen dollars per month, is allowed, quarterly, out of 
the State Treasury for this purpose. This sum is in- 
iended to cover not only their board, clothing, and all 
other expenses incident to their care and treatment, but 
ihe salaries of the Superintendent and his assistants, tlie 
wages of the nurses, employes and mechanics, the repairs 
upon the immense and expensive establishment in which 
the patients are confined, the furniture, fuel, etc. 

Sixteen dollars per month, we repeat, for each indi. 
gent patient sent here on the certificates of the courts, 
eomprise the whole amount paid by the State for the 
support of her Hospital for the insane ; and for this sum 
these patients are not only to be comfortably clothed, 
generously fed, kindly and efficiently nursed and all 
their numerous wants supplied, but the expense of keep- 
ing up an extensive and expensive establishment, includ- 
ing salaries of the officers, wages to mechanics, repairs, 
furniture, machinery, etc., etc., must be liquidated by 
the Trustees of the Institution. - | Ш 

It is really difficult to conceive how so small ап allow- 
ance can be made to meet the demands, especially when 
it ‘is known that, of all classes of boarders, the insane 
are, perhaps, by far, the most expensive. They not only 
require constant nursing and attention, nutritious food in 


large quantities, medicine and comfortable clothing, but 


they are destructive of all kinds of bedding, -clothing 
and every species of property, to an extent which is 
hardlv conceivable by the inexperienced. The number 
of employes, which, it has been found, is absolutely in- 
dispensable to carry on the operations of the Institution, 
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and thé-compensation allowed: them, as appears in the: 
compendium of the Steward’s account hereto attached, 
will convey an idea of one item alone of expense. " 

To prove further that this allowance by the State is ‘not 
exorbitant—that it is indeed LESS THAN THAT OF ANY 
OTHER SOUTHERN’ STATE, I have carefully compiled the 
following table from the published annual reports for 
1872 of all the Southern hospitals for the insane; received.

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These figures are not produced here for the purpose of 
-establishing invidious comparisons; neither in a boastful 
spirit, nor as a complaint or reflection on the bounty of 
the State. Whilst economy is at all times commendable 
in the management of public interests, and in the dis- 
bursement of public funds, there is, nevertheless, a limit 
which it would be neither wise nor safe nor humane to ` 
transcend. In the administration of the affairs of this 
Hospital that limit has been attained, and the foregoing 
facts are only cited to prove it. I feel very sure that 
neither the Legislature nor the people of Alabama will 
require any further sacrifices on the part of their insane. 
- I said we had no fault to find with the amount appro- . 
priated annually, by statute, for the support of those 
who are unable to bear their own expenses in the Hospital. 
Though shown to be below the general average of other 
hospitals, with proper management it is sufficient to 
provide amply for all the wants sof the insane, and to give 
ethis Hospital a first-class reputation, both at home and 
abroad. It is important, however, that the payment be 
made in funds that are negotiable at current rates, and 
not in State warrants of large denominations, and оп that 
account unsaleable almost at any price. ^ 
"The losses sustained during the past year, from this 
eause alone, were so enormous as almost to have ruined 
the Institution, and but for the liberality of the merchants, 
and the accommodation of the National Bank of this city, . 
its destruction was inevitable. The discount on the State. 
warrants issued quarterly by the Auditor in favor of this 
Hospital—the first dating as far back as July, 1872, and 
all remaining unpaid until within a few weeks past ;—the 
payment of these warrants in. State certificates, upon 
which there was a discount of 20 per cent. ; the interest 
upon the large sums of monev borrowed from banks and 
upon store accounts ; the traveling expenses of agents to 
and from Montgomery, and many other incidental ех- 
penses, too numerous to mention, have swelled the aggre- 
gate loss, during the year, to $20, 000! 
Besides the innumerable privations entailed upon the 
patients, and other damage done to the Institution by the 
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abstraction of this large sum from the fund appropriated 
by law for their support, and which it has been shown is 
small enough at best, there has been incnrred a debt of 
$10,000 for provisions and supplies furnished by the mer- 
chants, which should be paid without delay. This can 
only be done by a special appropriation ; and, in justice 
to the merchants in the cities of Mobile and Tuskaloosa, 
with whom the debts were contracted, and who are rely- 
ing upon the good faith of the State Legislature to redeem 
its sacred obligation to her poor insane, I respectfully 
suggest that the claim he presented for liquidation to 
that honorable body at its next session in Montgomery. 
In closing this branch of my report, I have but one 
other suggestion to offer; and to this, the most important 
of all, I invite your especial and attentive consideration. 
If this Hospital is still to be kept open for the reception 
and treatment of the indigent insane from the different 
countiesin the State, it will be absolutely necessary to 
secure from the State, beyond peradventure, the payment 
of their expenses promptly and in current funds. If the 
harrowing scenes of the past year are to-be re-enacted in 
the future—if the helpless inmates of the Hospital are to 
be half fed and half clothed; their nurses and attendants 
driven by their own necessities to abandon their post of . 
duty; their creditors and contractors to continue clamor- 
ous for their dues, and threatening to discontinue their 
supplies, and their officers and trustees to be perpetually 
harrassed and discouraged by difficulties which they are 
powerless to remove—if, I repeat, this state of things is 
to continue another year, then it were better, far better, 
both for the reputation of the State and the well-being of 
these poor, dependent creatures, that the doors of the 
Hospital be closed against their further admission, and 
those already here returned to their respective homes. 
The farm and garden continue to yeld, as heretofore, 
large supplies of vegetables and pruvender of different 
kinds, as will be seen from the following statement of 
productions. Deep ploughing, a liberal and judicious 
distribution of manures, and thorough cultivation and 
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rotation of crops, will insure success in this countiy under 

almost any meteorological conditions. Whether it pays 
or not, can be readily determined by an estimate of the 
value of the tabulated products, less the expenses of cul- 
_ tivating one hundred acres of land, including the wages 
of the farmer and his assistants, the feed of mules, the 
fertilizers, &c., &c., all of which are specified in the ab- 
stract of the Steward’s Account. The Dairy has fur- 
nished all the milk, and a large portion of the butter con- 
sumed during the year, which, with other valuable pro- 


ducts raised on the premises, dre recorded in the follow- 
ing table:

Notwithstanding the financial embarrassments of the 
Institution during the year, it was found necessary to 
expend a considerable sum, as appears in the Steward's 
statement, for repairs. The machinery for heating and 
ventilating the Hospital, and supplying it with water, has 
been overhauled; the steam laundry, machine shops, and 
other indispensable, labor-saving, mechanical appliances, 
have been put and kept in successful operation during 
the year, and are now in good running order. The 
grounds in front have been partially graded and planted 
in ornamental trees апа shrubbery ; an orchard of five 
hundred choice fruit trees transplanted, and the flower. 
gardens well kept during the year—all by the labor of 
the patients and their nurses, and. without additional eost 
to the Hospital. | i 

The Medical Department oi the institution under the 
more immediate supervision of my attentive and skillful 
assistants, John Little, M. D., and R. P. Huger, M. D., 
has been most ably and successfully conducted, and the 
results are shown.in the large increase of cures; in the 
diminished mortality; in the superior hygienic precau- 
tions enforced by them, and resulting in an unusual ex- 
emption from serious disease; in a more efficient system 
of visiting and prescribing for the sick, and securing kind 
and prompt attention to the wants of all the patients on 
the part of nurses and employees; and not least of all, 
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- inan unflagging zeal in devising amusements and diver- 
sions for the quiet and convalescent patients, and for 
which these geutlemen are entitled to the commendation 
of the Trustees, and the full confidence of the friends and 
patrons of the Hospital. i 

Mr. Henry Furness, for two years the Steward of this 
Hospital, resigned his position at the close of the present 
fiscal year. He was а neat and accurate accountant, and 
a most reliable officer, and his resignation was a source of 
universal regret. Mr. J. B. Baskin, appointed to succeed 
him, has executed and filed with the Treasurer, an ac- 
ceptable bond, and has entered upon his duties. 

Religious services have been gratuitously performed, as 
heretofore, on Sunday afternoons, in the Hospital Chapel, 
by the Ministers of the different religions denominations 

‘in the city ; and morning prayers continue to be said daily 
by the Superintendent., These services,. especially on 
Sundays, are largely attended, and are highly appreciated 
by both patients and employees; and we are under re- 
Dod obligations to the obliging clergymen who conduct
